The grand jury is now in session, and it 
could not make a better beginning .of its 
work of attempting to punish tax-dodging 
than by investigating the manner in which 
the owners of our two principal theaters 
dodge the taxation on their personal prop- 
erty. The personal property needed to fit 
out a theater is worth anywhere from 9$10,- 
000 to $50,000, according to whether one 
wishes to sell or buy, but the personal 
property in the Olympic Theater and in Mr. 
Chouteau’s opera building on Market street 
has apparently no value for purposes of 
taxation. Atleast we have published the 
returns of the two gentlemen who are re- 
puted to be the respective owners of these 
two valuable properties. Mr. Spalding, of 
the Olympic, swears that he has not over 
$600 worth of personal property of all 
| kinds; Mr. Chouteau’s return includes no 
such property, or rather ‘‘properties,’’ as 
are to be seen nightly in his Opera-house. 

Of course if these two gentlemen are not 
the owners of the theatrical outfits they 
‘‘manage,’’ they may be guiltless of tax 
dodging on that score. Butif they are not 
the owners the question arises, who are the 
owners? Plays are always brought out at 
an ‘‘unparalleled expense ;’’ money is lav- 
ished on scenery and decorations; furniture 
and property is bought and kept in stock; 
but nobody pays any taxes onit. It does 
| not appear on the Assessor’s books, it 
contributes nothing to the revenue, it is 
owned by nobody. 

We have-.published the returns of poor 
men, of mechanics, printers, porters, plas- 
terers, widows and others, showing that 
the scanty and hard-earned savings of the 
poor are made to contribute their full share 
of taxation. In the face of such a 
fact it is a shame and a disgrace 
that property of notoriously great value 
and easily within reach of taxation should 
escape taxation because its owners have 
elastic consciences and because the Asses- 
sor cringes pliantly before the presence of 


j wealth. When property publicly exposed 


to view escapes taxation, it is time for the 
grand jury to step in and find the reason 
and the remedy, as in the two very bad 
cases we have cited.

The Court Calis the Attention ofthe Jury 
to the Danger to Theater-Goers 
Arising from Want of Suf- 
ficient Exits. 


Judge Laughlin appeared on the Criminal 
Court bench this morning looking rested and 
ready to begin work again in real earnest. The 
week’s rest had evidently served him a good 
turn, as be spoke in his usual tone of voice 
without the effort that marked him during the 
last days of the last grand jury session. 

He inaugurated the morning’s proceedings 
by ordering Marshal Leonori to call the names 
of the grand jurors selected a week ago, This 
order was at once complied with, the twelve 
good men and true all answering to 
the call. After they were seated, 
the Court rendered the following decision in 
the 

ABLE CONTEMPT CASE: 

The questions of law involved in this pro- 
ceeding were disposed of on a preliminary 
hearing, and need not be re-stated now. They 
were resolyed in favor of the validity and reg- 
ularity of the process, for the willful 
disobedience of which the respondent fs here 
called upon to answer, and there is therefore 
nothing further necessary but a decision on 
its merits. 

The offense charged is serious, but the one 
made is not. Indeed the evidence convinees 
me that the respondent has been guilty of very 
little worse than a technical contempt. 

It is evident that he did not, at the time re- 
quired, produce before the grand jury the 
books denianded of him, but it is also evident 
that be was on hand the next morning, at 
about the hour of 10 o’clock, at the very door 
ofthe grand jury room, with books in his 
possession, which books his superior 
efficer then there and did produce in evi- 
dence on a subpwnaduces tecum yery similar to 
that served upon him. No excuse for his 
failure seems to have been demanded, and 
none was offered; nor was the existence of any 
attempted to be shown on the hearing. 

The case thus stands 1tpon the naked fact of 
alegal requirement uncom lied with by the 
respondent, with no excuse for his failure 
and with no special circumstances of aggrava- 
tion unexplained. The presumption is that 
his failure was intentional,and,‘if intentional, 
it was willful in law. 

I therefore find him guilty as charged, and 
assess his punishment at imprisonment in the 
city jail for twenty-four hours, and to pay 
oosts. LAUGHLIN, Judge. 

Judge Laughlin, after rendering this de- 
cision, addressed the following charge te the 
Grand Jury: 

THE CHARGE. 

Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: As the 
grand inquese of this city, the law clothes you 
with limited but very extraordinary 
power.

would be the result. But as it is I.cannot seo 
how you could eopey ! accomplish anything 
by an investigation of this matter. The Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney will attend your sittings, 
and will prepare and submit to you such bills 
of indictment as you may direct. Your fore- 
man is authorized to administer oaths 
to witnesses before you. Select from your 
number aclerk. It will be his duty to keep a 
record of each day’s proceedings, and accur- 
ate notes of the testimony taken in each case 
for the future’ use of the Circuit Attorney. 
The clerk of this Court will 
furnish ou with — for 
witnesses and for all books an a which 
you may desire to inspect, and at your re- 
quest as many blank subpa@nas as you may 
wish; and a marshal will attend you and exe- 
cute your orders. You can arrange 
your work so that it will 
fere as little as possible with 
your private business, but remember that it is 
your duty to render to the Statea fair and 
faithful service. 

In disposing of the business which wilk be 
brought before you, your attention should be 
given, first, to those cases in which the par- 
gies accused are confined; next to those 
in which examinations havejbeen had and the 
parties bailed awaiting your action; hext to 
the matters given you in charge by the Court 
and to be given you by the Circuit Attorney, 
and lastly to those within the knowiedge of 
your own number. 

Before your work is finished it will be your

Opening of the Six Days’ Pedestrian Con- 
test at Gilmore’s Garden, N. Y. 


The Start—All the Men on the Track— 
Progress of the Tramp—Speculation 
as to the Result—The Score.

NEw YORK, Mareh 10.—Gilmore’s Garden 
was opened to the public at 10 o’clock last 
night, andin askorttime between 5,000 and 
6,000 persons had gathered togethor to witness 
the competitors start on theirsix days’ tramp. 
Considerable exeitement prevailed among the 
crowd, and there was the usual speculation 
and betting on the result. At 1 o’elock the 
men were on the track and the word °*‘go’’ 


was given. 
THE START 


was the signal for long and loud applause. 

Q’ Leary was the first to show in front. On 
the first lap O’ Leary was in the lead, followed 
by Rowell, Harriman and Kanis last, only a 
few feet between the four. .On the sec- 
ond lap Rowell waa first and (’Leary 
second. On the third lap Rowell, 
who had got into a trot, was twenty yards in 
front of O’Leary, Ennis a long way in the 
rear. The men continued in the same order 
for the first mile, which was made first by 
Rowell, his time being 9 min. and B s.; 
O’ Leary second, nearly a lap behind; Harri- 
man third, about 200 yards ahead of Ennis. 

The contestants then broke into a trot, with 
the exception of Harriman. The poople out- 
side became violent in their excitement and 
extra police had to be called out, who were 
obliged to use their clubs freely. Many per- 
s0n3 were severely clubbed.

Dead Bodies---Proceedings 
in East St. Louis 
To-Day. 


The fire in East St. Louis early yesterday 
morning did not end with the burning of sev- 
eral houses, but turned out to be a fearful hol- 
ocaust in the destruction of human life. There 
were five people burned todeath, and an- 
other made a narrow escape, and 
is now lying im a critical condition. Those 
who lost their lives were: Henry Schoppen- 
koetter, a blacksmith of middie age; Charles 
Gauchenbach, a boy of sixteen; John Selp, a 


lad of eight years; Emma Seip, a child of six, 
and Catherine Borst, or Mra. Thomas, as she 
was sometimes called. Henrietta Baucsh was 
the mother of the three children. She had 
been married three times and they were the 
offapring of the three separate marriages. 
Mrs. Bausch was the person who made so 
narrow an escape. 
THE FIRE 

ecommeneed in an old rickety blacksmith shop, 
in the large room above 
which were sleeping the or ys above 
mamed. The fire was discovered at half-past 
lo’clock yesterday morning. Mrs. Bausch 
was the frst one to be aroused, but before she 
lad got well awakened the flames were all 
arownd her. She cried te her children to 
awake. She raa to a trap-door which com- 
municated with. the wagon-shop below. 
The door was locked from below. She 
ran out upon the rear poreh. There 
was an inciosed stairway leading to the 

ound, but it was a seething mass of flames. 

he called to the blacksmith. He came to the 
porch, but fled before the increasing heat. The 
woman Bausch was wild. The children were 
suffocating. The woman Borst did not move 
in her bed. The blacksmith ran wildly through 
the amoke and lurid gloom. Mrs. Bauseb 
grew desperate. She broke out the sash of 
the one window with her hands, and 
PLUNGED HEADLONG 

into the night, down inte the street, away 
from the horrible death behind. The smoke 
and hes must have got the better of the 
blacksmith. He did not foliow. The eldest 
boy died in his bed. So did Mra. Borst and 
the little ones, for the men who picked the 
charrod timber out of the ruins feund rem- 
nants of the feather beds upon which they had 
lain sticking to them. 

The origin of the fire is wrapped in mystery. 
The titie to the pecoeey which was burned 
was involved in litigation, Andrew Marshall 
being one, and Mrs. Baush the other party to 
the suit. A grave suspicion exists that it was 
the work of an incendiary. and Andrew 4Alar- 
shall, Hammond, a Welshman in 
his employ, and John Borst, whose 
wife was burned, are all held 
under arrest charged with isacendiarism aud 
will have to await. the developments of the 
Coroner’s inquest. 

Yesterday the scene ofthe fire was visited 
by thousands of peeple from the city. Where 
the six buildings had stood there was nothing 
that aboy could not have jumped over. In 
two places fires among coal piles and shelter- 
ed by sheds burned fitfully,and when darkness 
gathered last night there was still a lurid and 
gieamy remembrance of the terrible event of 
the morning, 

The buildings that were destroyed by the 
flames were Waiiter’s blacksmith shop, a wa- 
gon shop and out-buildings, Nick Jamgel’s 
soda factory, a second-hand dealer’s storeand 
a two-story brick. ; 

The entire loss is estimated at $10,000, 
while the property was only insured for 
$3,600. 


The Coroner’s Inquest. 


Yesterday Coroner Bader opened the in- 
quest. The jury is composed of the following 
eutiemen: J. Notou, James White, Joseph 
on, Ben Godin, B. Long, C. Carpenter, 
Fred King, A. A. Hamilton, E. D. Lambert, 
M. Koehler, Peter Helfrich, Berd. Guithmes. 
HENRIETTA BAUSCH, 
the wcman who escaped, severely burned, 
from the buildings, testified: I returned, in 
company with atharina Raorat at 11-2 a 
m.; my children, Charles Guchenbach, John 
Seip and Emma Seip, went to bed iu the 
garret with Henry Schoppenkvetter; about 
10:30 to 11 0’clock p. m. I came home from 
the market; my daughter, seven years old, 
called to me,after we went to sleep, * ‘tire, fire, 
mamma;’’ Mrs. Borst and I slept in the 
same bed; the flames burst § through 
everywhere. I could not open the door; it was 
locked, and burned my hands and arms; [then 
went into the little room and up the steps into 
the garret; the smoke and cas was 380 stifling 
I could not halleo; Catherina cried out, 
‘*Where are you?’’ When I got up in the gar- 
ret I knocked out the sash and jumped out; I 
waited for Henry; Iam sure the doors were 
locked ; I did not notice ay 
light in the shop below; I 
don’t know whether the watch- 
man was there—I mean Andrew Marshall’s 
man, Thos. Hammond; Hammend was in the 
shop every night until last. night, and had 
company sometimes, and used to stay up late; 
he used to have a good fire, and once the pipe 
gotall red; he would burn bones, etc., so 
that it smelt awful bad, to get us cut. 

Three or fowr weeks ago Hanimond told me 
in my presence that it would be better if the 
house and contents (the whole property) 
would burn than that it should be in litigation; 
Hammond would make a great deal of noise 
every night until last night; last night every- 
thing was still; Hammond had been 
there as watchman for two 
months; in theliving room, up-stairs, I had a 
cook-stove, but lam sure there was no fire in 
the same since 6 p. m. yesterday; the flames 
when I first discovered them were in the south 
corner of the building, right under the porch; 
I opened the door onto the porch, but couid 
not open the porch door to go down stairs into

The box isno bigger than an ordinary 
coffin, and when the comforts and blankets 
were lifted the most horrible amell tainted the 
air. There lay the charred flesh and bones ofan 
adult man and woman, nothing to be seen but 
a few ribs with the shriveled muscles holding 
them together, anda few shreds of clothing 
on one of the carcasses. The three children 
of the woman, Henrietta Bausch, who 
is lying at the point of death 
from her injuries, lay ina neat coffin. The 
chest and head of the sixteen-year old boy 
were arranged at the head of it, and a sheet 
lay under the lid over the remains. It was 
stained in ghastly splotches with the juices 
that had distilled from the bodies. Lifting the 
sheet, a head was seen, the eyes completely 
burned out, the tongue protruding and burnt 
off at the end, the skin completely burned 
away, and the flesh ap ntly scraped off in 
some places. The head was of a deep bronze 
color, with a damp and clammy 
look, and a fetid, putrid stench came from it 
so strongly that it was impossible to remain 
by the side of the coffin. The attendant re- 
placed. the sheet, rey it in new places 
wherever it touched the borrible objects be- 
neath. And looking once wore at the box 
and the coffin which hold all that was left of 
what was once five human bodies, one could 
cape how great acrime had been commit- 
ted.
